From three volumes just Ish 
sued much has tx^n suppressed ''in the 
public Interest” but enough rcmatnè 
apparently to Justify the opinion frceli^ 
expressed that tho war oiSce:^at the 
outbreak of the trouble was In.a sta^ 
of Incompetency which is nothing shorit 
oi amazing. 


The testimony of General Nicholsoa 
shows that the intelligence section ot 
the war olQce relating to South Africa 
before the war was run with a force of 
only two otBcera and one clerk. The 
treasury, against the united recom­ 
mendation of the war offîce, had re­ 
fused any increase, and hence it was 
not surprising when England went to 
war tfiat there was no effective map of 
the Orange Free State, the Transvaal 
or Natal. 
To qnote General Kitche­ 
ner’s own testimony, according to offi­ 
cial memoranda, tho field intelligence 
department had to bo created frôm the 
very beginning. 


General Nicholson is responsible for 
the information that there was practi­ 
cally no valid connection between the 
Intelligence department and the defense 
committee of the cabinet. The Urltish 
local defense scheme was based on in­ 
adequate forces.

The 
Boers had invaded Natal the se<^nd 
week in October. Hasty mobilization 
on the part of the British then caused 
disorganization. 


I^early all the military witnesses, not­ 
ably General Kelly-Kenny, put stress 
on the fact that the representations of 
the commander in chief did not meet 
sufficient compliance. Lord Wolseley 
emphasizes this and also the way Lord 
Lansdowne treated him and his advice 
in 1S99, which was at>solutely disre­ 
garded, refusing to sanction even tbe 
most urgently needed expendltuw. The 
war secretary's re^sal delayed the ar­ 
my corps. Nor did he send out the rc 
enforcements urgetl. Lord Roberts uU^o 
condemns the initial preparations hi 
South Africa. 


Tbe volumes teem wtth the war of­ 
ficers' shortcomings. The British had 
no quick firing guns In South Africa. 
When the wûr startcd^ warnings from 
tho Cape were neglected, mobilization 
was muddled, the war oiflcers did not 
oven kuow' that pompon guns could 
be used for field purpose«. It was not 
known here until the middle of Octo­ 
ber that tbe Boers were using any 
heavy guns In the field. There were so 
few pontoons In- this country that old 
ones had to be sent out. Colonel Lucas 
declared that tho sights of some of tlie 
rlfies were so bad the soldtdirs could not 
hit a haystack with them. 


Shr Ffeetwood Wilson, financial ad­ 
viser to Ixïrd Kitchener, found serious 
avoidable wji^te of public nu>ncy' In the 
ordnance expenditures at Cape .Town, 
due to insufficient preparations before 
hostilities and lack of forethought In 
demanding sfores.

Men claiming to be iagents of the 
iJnitcci States pension department 
have been in several Iowa cities and 
extorted money from pensioners by 
promising to secure an increase in 
their pensions, or where none is held 
to get them a pension. From some 
people they obtained $25 of $50, and 
promised the pension o’* extension 
'.vould be forthcoming soon 
But the 
pension or increase tloes not appear, 
ind complaints are then made to the 
jarovernment. The United States of­ 
ficials have been after ihe swindlers 
i'or some time, but as yet have been 
iinable to catch them. It is claimed 
the grafters jump from one large city 
to another. 


In order to warn all against the 
fraudulent work, the government has 
letermined to send out notices. Ac­ 
cordingly different pension agents 
lave received notices that circulars 
will soon be received by them which 
they arc to send to every pensioner 
on the books. The notices to be dis­ 
tributed read as follows : 


“Any persons employed by the bu- 
•eau of pensions are paid for their 
sor\'ices by the government of thè 
Jnited States and are not entitled to 
collect any money from any individr 
ual for performance of their official 
duties. 


“Any person who pretends to be an 
officer of the bureau and demands 
compensation for his alleged services 
in. that behalf is an imposter and he 
■ îlionld be turned over to an officer of 
ìlio law. 
. 


“The object of this circular is to 
protect all persons having business 
with the 'bureau aginst the swindling 
schemers ami unprincipled imposters,

;he one that had room not only for 
heavy guns, but for men to be used 
io best advantages; rooms for repail- 
ihops and coal, as well as for arma­ 
ment.

Jx>rd Brassey, writing of the Brit­ 
ish navy, calls for more battleships 
ind fewer cruisers.

has the most battleships.

Educiftte Children. 


The compulsory education act has 
>een amended to read, “that every 
person having control of any child be­ 
tween the ages of 7 and. 14 yeai^s shall 
cause the child to attend some pub­ 
lic or private school during the en­ 
tire time the school is in session, not 
less than 110 days a year of actual 
teaching. The law is not to apply to 
any case where the child has been or 
is being otherwise instructed for a 
like period. For every neglect on the 
part of a parent or guardian the per­ 
son offending shall forfeit to the use 
of the public schools not less than 
$5, nor more than $20, as the costs of 
the suit.

For some time the veterans in the 
vicinity of Arcadia have been look­ 
ing forward to their annual reunion 
when the old boys meet and touch el­ 
bows along with their friepds and 
relatives of the p^st and present gen­ 
erations. Thursday was the day set 
aside this year for the gathering and 
it came near being spoiled by the 
clerk of the-weather, who had,the 
day begin so -inauspiciously that a 
great many were kept away. A heavy 
rain the night before made the roads 
sloppy and hard and the lowering 
skies of the day itself failed to clear 
until nearly noon, when finally the 
sun put in a welcome appearance and 
a goodly number gathered 
at 
the 
place appointed in Uncle Jack 11^« 
derson’s grove, where a stand had 
been erected and 
all 
preparations 
made for the occasion. Comrade I>. A. 
Barr had matters in hand, though it 
was well into the afternoon before 
the exercises began. The drum corps 
made excellent martial music and re­ 
ceived many well deserved compli­ 
ments. 


Another pleasant feature on the 
program was the graphaplione loaned 
by Charles Price and manipulated 
skillfully by Alfred Ewert, of this 
city. A good many pieces were given 
by it and it was a source of much sat 
isfaction. 


The fibt speaker on the prc^ram 
was Rev. H. G. Vandervoorti of Clay­ 
ton, himself a veteran and a fine or^ 
ator. A few extracts of his excelelnt 
.address are given : 


“Comrades, ladies and gentlemen: 
It gives me great pleasure to be with 
you to day and to meet those with 
whom Ave have stood side by side in 
the hour of trial. When We gather to 
talk of the past, the present and the 
future there are those who say we 
tell too niany stories; that our mCm- 
oriijs improve each year ; but I tell 
you all I am going to be like the 
preacher who was given to exaggera­ 
tion in the pulpit somctinios, espec­ 
ially when he came to telling the 
story of the foxes caught by Sairipson 
iuid turned loose in to the fields of 
the Philistines. It was finally agreed 
that his family should give a signal 
if he made another such mistake, so 
when he began as usual his wife gave 
51 low whistle, and he dropped a hun­ 
dred and went on a bit ; when his 
daughter whistled quietly and he drop­ 
ped another hundred ; but this wasn’t 
enough, so his boy gàve a whistle, 
whereupon the old man shouted : 


‘You may whistle all von please; I 
shan’t drop another fox. 


“So I tell you here to day > on may 
whistle all you please; we old fellows 
are going to have our sa.y. 


“You who have not been in the 
service can have little idea of army 
life; what fun we had you little know; 
mareliiiig all day, often in mud and 
rain, lying down at night 
in 
Wet 
clothes, often cold and hungry; fre­ 
quently with the enemy in close prox­ 
imity, and we not daring to make 
fires or do much else to make us com­ 
fortable. The battles, the sufferings 
of the sick and wounded 
and 
the 
thousand and one things all go^ to 
make up the total of a soldier’s life, 
but when we think of what was a'cr 
cqmplished our hearts swell with hon­ 
est pride. This is the greatest coun­ 
try and government the world ever 
saw. When I was at the world’s fair 
I was proud to be an American citi­ 
zen. I read the story of three men— 
an American, an Englishman and a 
Frenchman-—ani toasts were propos­ 
ed to their respective countries. The 
Englishman proposed 
to 
England, 
the sun of thé universe shedding its 
rays over all * mapkind. Thé French­ 
man proposed to France, the sweet 
moon, second only to the sun in in­ 
fluence and power. 
But the Ameri­ 
can proposed to George Washington, 
the Joshua who commanded the sun 
and moon to stand still, and they 
obe.ved him. 


“I have no fears for the future of 
our beloved land. In the late war with 
Spain men from the north and south; 
the east and west, stooiji side by side, 
fought shoulder to shoulder animated 
b.v one purpose—the glory of their na­ 
tive or adopted land. You, comrades, 
left succeedng. generations a^ grand 
and glorious legacy and posterity will 
award you a due meed 
of 
honor. 
There is something of peculiar power 
in the fellowship engenderd by araiy 
life. When veterans take each other 
by the hand there is a feeling that 
creeps up the arm' ®®d gets to the 
heart" and warms it in a peculiar 
manner. It remiiids one of the time 
#hen shot and shell were flying and 
when men stood side by side in a rain 
df death. In Bloomington there was 
years ago a gathering of thé old peo­ 
ple whom they called ‘snow birds,’ be­ 
cause they Jived there before the deep 
snow.

“At the battle of Lwkout moun­

Much 
as I like warm biscuit and honey, I 
should hate to be obliged to wait for 
my breakfast as long as it took us to 
do up the rebellion. 
Instead of a 
little job like that we got the whole 
thing. 
It makes me think of the 
story of the Jew with a smart son. 
A customer came in|o the store and 
displayed a five dollar gold piece and 
the young Israelite picked it up and 
swallowed it. The owner was much 
incensed and demanded his money 
back, and the merchant told him he 
would do his best to get it for him. 
Tie went back next morning for it 
and the Jew told him he had given 
thé lad the strongest emetic he could 
find, but he would only give up $3.75, 
which he was pleased to hand over. 
We were not that way; we got the 
whole thing and something to spare. 


“I am glad to meet my comrades 
on such occasions and renew the ties 
so dear. They call us back numters 
sometimes and a good many don’t 
care much for us old fellows, but we 
are dear to each other. An earnest 
Ijreacher was once discoursing on an 
over watchful Providence and remark­ 
ed to his congregation that the very 
hairs of their heads were numbered, 
which prompted a bald headed brother 
to remark that he would like to have 
some etf the back numbers he lost 
some years ago. 1 tell you, if we are 
back numbers, some people think a 
great deal of us. 


“When men stood side by side in 
the awful carnage of Gettysburg and 
saw comrade after comrade fall ties 
whicii can never .lie were then made. 
There are those who are prejudiced 
against the old soldiers, lliere was 
once an old w'oman who used to call 
tliem cotíce coolers and declare she 
had no lise for them for they were 
of little account, but when she at­ 
tended a reunion and saw the eordial 
greetings and heard the reminiscences 
she replied, u'hen asked what she 
thoiight of them .then, that they were 
the most loving devils she ever saw. 
I agree with her as to the loving part, 
but disclaim the devil business en­ 
tirely. - 


had our humorous adventures 
as well us OUT hardships. Don’t you 
remernber the dilapidated old horse; 
the mules so noisy we had to tie 
stones to their tails to Lt rp them 
quiet, so we could sleep? Once we had 
a chaplain who had a poor excuse of 
a horsa to carry him and when he 
reached a pond the poor old creatura 
stumbled and tipped his rider into 
the water. Some of the boys remark­ 
ed that it was too bad, but a young 
Irishman suggested that they ought 
to commend the old horse/or spread­ 
ing thè gospel over that pond. 


“Many of the world’s greatest in­ 
ventions have been put forth since 
the days of our service. 
Our arms 
have been much improved since we 
handled ih(;m. The soldiers of to day 
don’t load in nine times. Our mus­ 
kets used to kick as much behind as 
before. 
Eli Perkins had a camion 
which weighed twenty-seven tons,with 
a ball, that weighed thirty-six tons, 
and when they asked him how such 
a gun could do any shooting he re­ 
plied that the gun went while the 
ball stayed where it was. 


“Our school teachers should do 
much to inculcate patriotism. 
If I 
were a county superintendent I would 
not give one of them a certificate 
unless she could pass an examip.ation 
in .patriotic literature, and I would 
have them sing national airs in school 
and do all they'could to teach the 
.young their duties to their native 
land. During the war how often it 
was aid there would bo trouble when 
the great number of boys in blue were 
tured loose on the country, but there 
was no difficulty at all; we went home 
and went to work just the same as 
others did It is said we stole chick­ 
ens and razor back hogs, but I tell 
you it is a vile slander, for we didn’t 
do it. Of course if a rooster wouldn’t 
erow for the union, or a hog wouldn’t 
grunt for Lincoln he had to be dealt 
with. 


“I never 
could 
understand one 
thing, and that was regarding our 
washing. We would wash out our 
shirts and socks in cold water and 
the former would shrink so that they 
would hardl.y go down over our necks, 
while the socks would expand so we 
could pull them down over our heads. 
I rejoice that so many are yet alive, 
but the conflict for those who remain 
will soon be over; we shall hear the 
taps before loi^, and I pray that wè 
may staiiil side by side on the tented 
fields of the. better land.”

The Idea advanced at tho Decatur Labor 
day celebration of forming a circuit of 
the cities of Bloomlngtdn. Jacksonville, 
Decatur, Peoria and Springfield, ior the 
purpose of holding a joint labor day cele­ 
bration, each city to be h(^t once every 
five years and the others to joltt In, is 
not very well received by the labor lead­ 
ers of Bloomington. One main objection 
by the iBloomlngton leaders Is that their 
town is not big enough to handle the 
crowds. In speaking of the proposed plan 
Bfr. John B. Lennan, one of the most 
prominent labor men In Bloomington, 
said: 


“I believe that each city should hold Its 
own labor celebration, unless In cases of 
emergency, when It might be more ex­ 
pedient for them to Join in the celebration 
somewhere else. 
Such times when the 
show of strength on the part of the unions 
as regards to numbers would carry weight 
Into the deciding of some municipal af­ 
fairs, then It might do for several cities 
to join together; but. unless such causes 
exist, it would be better for the local 
unions to celebrate at home. 
There is 
absolutely no benefit to be derived from 
these out-of-town affairs. 
And, again, 
such a plan 'as suggested at Decatur 
would be entirely out of the question. In 
Springfield last Monday we had an at­ 
tendance of at least 5,0000, and that from 
simply this city, Lincoln and Springfield. 
What would be the sl*e of thq crowd 
where five towns proposed to send here 
a full delegation of their local unions. 
Bloomington nevipr In the world could 
accommodate the number. We have no 
place In which we could entert^n them, 
the only place In town where there-is 
an amphitheater being at the ball grounds, 
and that is not a deslrabfe place. As a 
autetltute .for the proposed plan, sar Mc­ 
Lean and some adjoining county unite 
for this purporo; 
There would, be no 
danger then of tmdertaking mote than we 
couid handle. ’

Attorney • General Hamlin has fil­ 
ed an answer to the Partello case in 
the Sangamon county circuit court.

An answer was al­ 
so filed in the Hanready case, where­ 
by it is sought to restrain the audi­ 
tor from paying out money to the 
contractors who are building the Bar- 
tonvillo asylum.

The answer in the Partello case de­ 
nies that the bill in the legislature 
appropriating $2S,000 to

ever became a law, and also that the 
bill was first approved by the governor 
and later vetoed by him.
